Tho new P/'!/ss(fl /I (Cross) Gazette of 
this evening pubiishos an ni ticlu which 
repudiates tho idea<of P-russia intervening 
in Italy, and declares' that there is no 
analogy between Italy and Prussia ns 
regards Preiifh iiitcrvenlioii, '' Franco," 
it says, "has the rii^lil of intervening in 
Italy through tho September Convention, 
but not so In Gurniauy ; nor has Prussia 
any titlq J;o.. ioterfore in Italy. Prussia 
has, notwithstanding all assertions to the 
contrary, iiowhero taken any Kto|) wliitih 
might be interpreted as an act of interven- 
tion. It is unnecessary to re|)eat thai 
Prussia has not the least interest iu seo~ 
ing tho temporal power of tho Popo des- 
troyed.. This is well knoArn in Home. 
Tho Official Gazette of this evening says: 
"Tho atliiudo of the Iforth German 
Gazette, with roferciiea to pending I'orcigti 
questions, has, according lo advices from 
abroad, once more given rise to misunder- 
standings. Wo, therefore, again repeat 
that the journal named received no oQicial 
i'jspiialion whatever with regard to the 
foreign policy of Prussia. This Govern^ 
luent, moreover, iri not in the habit of 
declaring its policy to foreign cabiiiois, or 
making it jrabiic by tiioaiis of anonymous 
newspaper articles." 'iho Ojjicial Ga-^ 
zette also says : "Tho foreign Press pub- 
lishes a statement that tho Ploronco Cab 
iiiet, as also the Ilaliiui Party of Action 
were, by means of a ilisliiiel a«seiit on the 
purl of Prussia, iiidiieeil the latter lo go 
;o Rome, a. id the former to prepare to 
subsequeutly iiarticipalo in the same 
enterprise. With refenfnce to this stute^ 
ment we hereby declare officially that lliu 
Italian Ooveriimeiit tuver expressed a 
wish for such an assent, eiilier directly or 
indirectly, and thu^ therefore such a wish 
could neither have been complied with 
nor refused."

Admiral Walcot, M. P.,. im a speech 

made in Hampshire, said : 

Tho Kingdom of Abyssinia was ruled 
over by a despotic, unscrupulous and bar- 
barous king; who, without any jnsl or 
sufficient reason on iiis pari, ami in de- 
fiance of every romoiistranct; of a pi ueeful 
cliaracter that had been offered lo him by 
the Governinont of. ;tbi8 conniry, held in 
captivity tho Consul and another deputy 
of his court, and other snl jccts of the 
Queen. To rescue these men from their 
|)erilon.s position, igiioininnus in the cx- 
iremc, thoy have irons pl iced upon their 
feet and deprived of every reasonable lii)- 
erty whatsoever, an eX|)edilion was about 
preparing. Ho would venture to jay, on 
the part of the Government, that it was 
one ,^hat did them honor. It was now 
prepnridg to depart from Bomlmy, and it 
was an expedition wlisch was al once 
humane and in every res|)ecl worthy of 
the /)m/i"(7e of the country. The adven- 
ture, no doubt, was perilous, but the 
order oh which the expedition sailed wns 
to dare all hazard iu the attempt for 
which it was fitted ont. The obstacles 
would be great, for they wcro preparing 
to inviido a coniitry which was scarcely if 
at all known to us ; but by the blessiiio of 
God those obstacles would be overcome, 
and their soldieis and sailors would re- 
turn to their country, he ventured to say, 
carrying renown to Old England for hav- 
ing undertaken a cause which was so 
worthy of it. 

Tho latest news fi'com Abyssinia shows 
that Tlicodorc lias not assuageil liis thirst 
for blood. He had inude an expediiioii 
to llio small island of Motrata, in the'lake 
Tana, and put every inhabitant to death 
by fire ; then ho made a trip to Ifag, a 
flourishing town in Fojjgara, seized 1,500 
peasants, jilaced them in Gvo large houses, 
and liiirned them alive. It is said l!ial 
there is now not a f-iiigl; man, woman o" 
eliild alive belweeii 13ebia Tabor and 
EmlVas, on \.\\>^ borders of Dotubea. In 
the camp, His Majesty has beet! pursuing 
the same gamo. Having heard that 
2,000 of his troops wished to desert, he 
had them surrounded by the others and 
their llirout.s cut like citltic, the inotliers, 
wives, children and nearest relatives of 
the men being pistoled by the soldiery ; 
295 chiefs of districts have had their 
hands and feet cut off, and fiavo been left 
to starve. 



?aluab)e Discovery at the Capoi 

A Cape of Good Hoi)o letter says that 
the people living in Iho neighborhood of 
Colcsliurg aro in search of diamonds. A 
11 umber of these precious stoneg havo 
already been found, some of tlieiii of con- 
siderable value. Thi; lirst iliaiiioiul was 
picked up by a liltlo girl at liopetown. 
Her father is a laborer on the farm of Mr. 
Schalk van Niekerck. She took the dia- 
mond lo lier niolhor. and the latter think- 
ing il only a pretty stone, returned it lo 
tbo eliilu lo play with. Niukerek liap- 
liened to see il glilier, olfered lo buy il of 
the girl, but she gave it lo him, saying 
laughingly, who ever heard of selling a 
stone. Ho took it, and it proved to be a 
diiiniond worth §-3,5fjO. 

Cop|)er has just bi.'on discovered In llio 
colony of Natal. A local paper says : 

"llilhe.'to llu) di-coveries of co|i|ier 
have been ont of the colony and al some 
liiHtaneo from port. (Jriipialuiid, on the 
south, and Zulnlaiid, on the north, were 
the nearest' to localities wberq mineral 
wealth wits kndwn 'sdbstantially t6"p:(f8l! 
It may he femomborod that the mines in 
tho first of those places owed their discov- 
ery to the rudo green paint used by tho 
natives in decorating ilieir faces. The 
attention of Mr. Bliopslonc, Secretary for 
Native Affairs, was attracted 'by this cir> 
cuiilstanco to a similar IniiWent noticed by 
him oiglitecii years ago within the boiind„ 
arios of Natal. In course of lime be sue 
cecded in ideiitifying lliu e.xncl'' loculity, 
and Mr VVarno, a [iractical miner of thirty 
years' experience, has just rcturiiud from 
a nino days' prospecting trip, bringing 
with hlra about threo hundred weight of 
raetftliforous rock, cousistiiig chiefly of 
carbonate of copper mixed with quartz 
and friuule clay. Those spooimens are 
poor, being from near the surface, but 
they govo ovory promise of a richer yield 
benoath. Tbese are taken froiq a vein' 



eight feet wide, running from northeast to 
southwest, and probably extending- some 
distance, os similar indications have been 
found at other places. The most impor- 
tant feature of the discovery, however, 
is its nearness to the coast, the lode not 
being more tban.seven miles from tho scu, 
and little more than that distance to the 
tidal rise of tho TJmkomnzi, where the 
rivor becomes navigable nod accessible by 
small vessels. A township has already 
been laid out at this little harbor, which 
is only 300 miles south of Durban. 

In all probability those mineral indica- 
tions are but precursors of farther discov- 
eries. They occur in a rnnge of liills 
which runs parallel with the coast from 
tho Amapondaland, through Natal and 
into Zalulaiid. We know that at the 
southern extremity copper is to be fotind 
at a higher point near the Hove, Ru- 
mors of similar traceti, have beiEin spoken
